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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-22, 24 and 25 are present in this application. By this Amendment, claim 22 has 
been amended, 23 has been canceled, and claims 24 and 25 have been added. Reconsideration in 
view of the above amendments and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-23 were rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting over claims 1-6 of U.S. Patent No. 6,481,719 in view of Campbell. Without 
conceding this rejection, filed concurrently herewith is a Terminal Disclaimer disclaiming the 
term of a patent granted on the subject patent application that would extend beyond that of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,481,719. Withdrawal of the rejection is thus respectfully requested. 

Claim 23 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) over Schorr et al. Without conceding 
this rejection, claim 23 has been canceled by this Amendment. Withdrawal of the rejection is 
requested. 

Claims 24 and 25 have been added. Claim 24 generally corresponds to claim 1 except 
that the dealer card is defined as a "non-player card." Applicant respectfully submits that these 
claims are allowable at least for reasons similar to those with regard to independent claim 1. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicant respectfully submits that 
the claims are patentable over the art of record and that the application is in condition for 
allowance.
